W HEREAS it is expedient to shorten the Time now allowed Preamble, 
by Law for taking the Polls at contested Elections of 
Members to serve ■ in Parliament for the several Counties, 

Cities, Towns, aud Boroughs in Ireland, and to divide the same into 
6 Districts for the Puipose of Polling, and to establish a separate Polling 
Place within each such District : Be it therefore enacted by the 
Queen’s most Excellent Majesty, by and with the Advice and 
Consent of the Lords Spiritual and Temporal, and Commons, in this 
present Parliament assembled, aud by the Authority of the same,
